A  Country  Club. 
This  design  is  for  a  Country  Club  to  be  located  near  the 
limits  of  a  City,  where  it  would  be  easily  accessible  by  street 
cars  or  suburban  trains.    The  drawings  consist  of  three  sheets, 
27"  x  40",  showing  Basement,  First  and  Second  Story  Plans  at  l/l6" 
scale  and  Front  and  Side  Elevations  at  1/8"  scale.    These  elevat- 
ions have  been  rendered  in  color  to  convey  the  effect  to  be  obtain- 
ed by  the  combination  of  the  materials  selected  for  the  construct- 
ion.   These  drawings  are  very  complete  and  require  little  explan- 
ation. 

While  it  is  primarily  intended  for  a  summer  club,  it  contains 
several  features,  such  as  the  large  billiard  room,  the  bowling 
alleys  and  the  ball  room,  which  would  make  it  a  pleasant  winter 
club  as  well.    Besides  the  ordinary  rooms  required  in  club  houses, 
such  as  parlors,  dining  halls,  kitchen,  etc.,  there  is  on  the 
second  floor  a  Locker  Room  with  ample  locker  space  and  shower 
baths  in  connection.     This  apartment  is  for  the  use  of  members 
who  come  out  for  a  few  hours  of  recreation  and  who  do  not  wish  to 
take  rooms.    There  are  six  suites  of  two  rooms  each,  with  private 
bath;  five  single  bed  rooms  with  private  baths;  six  other  chambers 
some  or  all  of  which  may  be  used  for  the  servants  or  for  guests 
if  the  other  accomodations  prove  insufficient,  in  which  case  the 
servants  may  be  transferred  to  rooms  provided  on  the  third  floor. 

Quite  a  feature  is  made  of  the  Turkish  bath  in  the  basement, 
with  a  large  dressing  room,  two  sudorific  chambers,  a  wash  room, 
shower  baths  and  a  plunge. 

The  building  is  intended  to  be  built  of  the  following 
materials:  basement  -  stone  (or  perhaps  brick  with  stone  veneer), 
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first  story  of  brick,  all  above  first  story  of  half  timber  con- 
struction.   The  interior  finish  is  to  be  of  natural  wood,  with 

beamed  ceilings. 
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
